The hearin g In the o leo margarin e 
case again st Harry Kratz was co n clu d­ 
ed last ev en in g. The su it was bro u ght 
in the co u rt o f Ju stice McLan e, an d 
the testimo n y was all in abo u t 4 :25. 
Atto rn ey s Steele an d Fawcett stated 
the case p lain ly to the ju ry , 
after 
which Martin Co hen , the p ro secu tin g 
witn ess, an d Pro f. Ho bbs, the chemi­ 
cal ex p ert o f the Western Reserv e 
Medical in stitu te, were swo rn fo r the 
state an d were ex amin ed by Ju dge 
Fawcett. 
Co hen was called an d stated that he 
was an in sp ecto r in the emp lo y o f the 
State Dairy an d Fo o d Co mmissio n er. 
He said: 
“On December 1 0 I bo u ght o n e 
p o u n d o f o leo margarin e fro m Harry 
Kratz. 
On this o ccasio n I said, ‘Do 
y o u remember me,' an d Kratz 
said 
that he did.” 
This en ded the direct testimo n y o f 
the witn ess an d Atto rn ey Steele to o k 
him. 
He bro u ght o u t the fact that Co hen 
had v isited Op p elt’s sto re so me time 
in Ju ly o f last y ear an d attemp ted to 
p u rchase so me 
o leo margarin e, bu t 
Kratz to ld him they were n o t sellin g 
o leo margarin e that day , an d 
Co hen 
asked him if they were giv in g it away , 
to which the clerk rep lied that they 
were. 
Co hen then asked fo r 50 p o u n ds o f 
the stu ff an d it was deliv ered to him. 
Fawcett o bjected to the referen ce to 
this v isit in Ju ly , bu t Steele in sisted 
that he wan ted to sho w ho w Kratz 
came to kn o w Co hen as a state o ffi­ 
cial. The sq u ire o v erru led the o b­ 
jectio n , an d in an swer to a q u estio n 
o f Atto rn ey Steele the witn ess said 
he had asked fo r 50 p o u n ds in o rder 
to “stair the clerk, as he didn ’t thin k 
he wo u ld giv e it to him. 
Steele asked the witn ess why he 
did n o t retu rn all bu t a p o u n d o f the 
o leo margarin e after the 
clerk 
had 
giv en him 50 p o u n ds an d he rep lied 
that it was a matter o f p ride with 
him. 
He said he 
had co n siderable 
difficu lty in carry in g the o leo marga­ 
rin e away with him an d sho rtly after 
he left the sto re he met Willis Nich­ 
o ls, an o ld acq u ain tan ce o f his, an d 
gav e the stu ff to him, an d at the p res­ 
en t time he did n o t kn o w where it 
was. 
He also said that he had n ev er sta­ 
ted that he had it in fo r the merchan ts 
o f this city . 
Fawcett o bjected to the q u estio n , 
statin g that it was n o t co mp eten t, bu t 
Steele stated that he p ro p o sed to im­ 
p each the witn ess 
by 
p ro v in g 
by 
Pran k KIn sv atter an d Fran k Ray l that 
witn ess had made su ch a remark in 
their p resen ce. 
The q u estio n was allo wed an d de­ 
fen dan t’s atto rn ey n o ted an ex cep tio n . 
The witn ess fu rther testified that 
the samp le p u rchased at Op p elt’s o n 
December 1 0 was taken to Clev elan d 
an d deliv ered In to the han ds o f Pro f. 


Ho bbs o n December 1 2. 
He said he 
had labelled the p ackage in the p res­ 
en ce o f the emp lo y es o f the gro cery 
with the label p ro v ided by the state 
fo r that p u rp o se, p astin g it o v er the 
strin g with which the p ackage was 
tied. 
The p ackage alleged to hav e been 
bo u ght at Op p elt’s was here p ro du ced 
an d sho wed that the strin g was o n to p 
o f the label. 
Steele then asked the witn ess If it 
was n o t cu sto mary fo r in sp ecto rs to 
seal in a glass jar in the p resen ce o f 
defen dan t befo re sen din g same to the 
chemist. 
Witn ess rep lied that to the best o f 
his kn o wledge It was n o t do n e. 
In 
rep ly to a q u estio n as to why ho did 
n o t sen d the 50 p o u n ds secu red In Ju ly 
to the chemist, Co hen stated that he 
had co n su lted a lo cal atto rn ey who 
to ld him he had n o case, an d his p ride 
wo u ld n o t p ermit him to retu rn the 
stu ff to its o wn er. 
Atto rn ey Fawcett asked witn ess if 
an y chan ge had been made In the 
p ackage after he had go t it an d he sta­ 
ted that he had deliv ered it to Pro f. 
Ho bbs ju st as he had p rep ared it at 
Op p elt’s sto re. 
Steele then asked him if he was n o t 
emp lo y ed by Dairy an d Fo o d Co mmis­ 
sio n er Blackbu rn as an in sp ecto r, an d 
he rep lied that he was. He said he 
had n o co mmissio n , n o term o f o ffice 
an d n o thin g to sho w that he was an 
emp lo y e o f the state o f Ohio an d 
co u ld be dismissed by Co mmissio n er 
Blackbu rn at an y time. 
This clo sed Co hen ’s testimo n y an d 
Pro f. Ho bbs was called an d ex amin ed 
by Atto rn ey Fawcett. 
He said he was a chemist at the 
Western Reserv e Medical Un iv ersity 
an d also chemist fo r the State Dairy 
an d Fo o d Dep artmen t, which p o sitio n 
he had held fo r man y y ears. He said 
he had made n u mero u s ex amin atio n s 
o f o leo margarin e. He iden tified the 
p ackage u p o n 
the table 
as 
that 
bro u ght to him by In sp ecto r Co hen 
o n December 1 2, the label was iden ti­ 
cal, an d had n o reaso n U' thin k that It 
was n o t the same p a. ' 
u He said 
his an aly sis o f the p ackage sho wed 
that It co n tain ed 11 2-10 p er cen t o f 
bu tter fats, to gether with a y ello w 
co lo rin g matter fo reign to the u su al 


i metho ds In the man u factu re o f o leo - 


j margarin e. 
He said the o leo marga­ 
rin e p ackage giv en him co n tain ed 20 
p er cen t o f o leo o il, 25 p er cen t n eu ­ 
tral o il, 20 p er cen t cream, 1 5 p er cen t 
milk, 10 p er cen t so lid, 10 p er cen t salt 
an d water. 
The witn ess here lau n ched in to a 
detailed ex p ert an aly sis bf o leo mar­ 
garin e an d bu tters in gen eral. He 
co n su med 4 5 min u tes in his ex p ert tes­ 
timo n y . 
The witn ess then stated 
that he 
co u ld tell by the amo u n t o f bu ty ric acid 
in the bu tter fats, after the salt, cru d 
an d water had been elimin ated, that 


it did n o t co n tain a su fficien t amo u n t 
o f p u re bu tter fat to be u p to the 
stan dard. 
Atto rn ey Fawcett asked what p er | 
cen t o f p u re bu tter sho u ld be in a 
j 
p o u n d, to which witn ess rep lied 
8d ! 
p er cen t, an d that the samp le had | 
co n tain ed bu t 11 1-10 p er cen t Wit­ 
n ess then stated that the co lo rin g had 
been p u t

make It resemble 
p u re bu tter so ld in the market. 
He 
stated that mo st bu tter is co lo red, 
as the o rigin al co lo r o f the fo o d is 
almo st p u re white, so is o leo marga­ 
rin e.

Steele then to o k the w itn ess an d ' 
made him rep eat the statemen t that 
mo st o f the bu tter so ld o n the mar­ 
ket was co lo red by artificial 
mean s 
ju st the same as o leo margarin e. 
The state rested their case an d an 
adjo Tirn men t o f fiv e min u tes was taken 
an d after co u rt had reco n v en ed Harry 
Kratz was called fo r the defen se an d 
ex amin ed by Atto rn ey Steele. 
He testified that he was bo m in 1 8 8 1 
an d w'as emp lo y ed by Edwin Op p elt 
as a gro cery clerk. He said he kn ew 
the 
p ro secu tin g 
witn ess by hav in g 
seen him in the sto re an d kn ew that 
he w'as an in sp ecto r, as Co hen had 
to ld him. On December 1 0, as n ear as 
he co u ld reco llect, he so ld Co hen a 
p o u n d o f o leo fo r an aly sis. He met 
Co hen o n an o ccasio n , he tho u ght in 
Ju ly , o n which o ccasio n Co hen to ld 
him he was an In sp ecto r. 
Atto rn ey 
Steele here asked the witn ess if In the 
p resen ce o f he an d two o ther clerks 
Co hen had n o t stated that he had it In 
fo r the merchan ts o f East Liv erp o o l. 
The atto rn ey fo r the p ro secu tio n o b­ 
jected to the q u estio n , statin g that the 
q u estio n was Irrelev an t, that the p ro s­ 
ecu tio n was there to p ro v e that a v io ­ 
latio n o | the law had taken p lace, an d 
the fact that whether Co hen had it 
in fo r them had n o thin g to do with 
the case. 
The co u rt su stain ed the o bjectio n , 
an d as this wo u ld p rev en t bo th Ray l 
an d Kin sv atter fro m testify in g, the 
defen se rested. 
Atto rn ey Steele asked that the wrap - 
p er aro u n d the o leo margarin e bo u ght 
at Op p elt’s sto re be su bmitted. He 
gav e as bis reaso n fo r this that It 
co n tain ed the label p laced there by 
the in sp ecto r an d also the resu lt o f 
the an aly sis. This was agreed to by 
the state, an d the testimo n y en ded. 
There was so me discu ssio n In re­ 
gard to the argu men ts, as Ju dge Faw­ 
cett desired to retu rn to Can to n last 
n ight. 
He stated that he wo u ld 
be 
willin g to limit the argu men ts o n 
each side to half an ho u r. Steele o b­ 
jected, as he said they desired to p re­ 
sen t their case fu lly to the ju ry . 
The co u rt mled that the case sho u ld 
take its regu lar co u rse, an d the ar­ 
gu men ts were p ro ceeded with. 
At 5:3 0 an adjo u rn men t was taken 
fo r su p p er an d reco n v en ed at 7 o ’clo ck, 
at which time the argu men ts 
were 
co mp leted an d the case wen t to the 
ju ry sho rtly befo re 9 o ’clo ck. 
The ju ry was o u t u n til 1 2 :30, when 
it retu rn ed a v erdict In 
fav o r o f 
Kratz, acq u ittin g him o f the charge. 
When the first ballo t was 
taken 
there 
were fo u r fo r co n v ictio n an d 
after a few mo re ballo ts o n e p arty v o ­ 
ted fo r acq u ittal, bu t the remain in g 
three v o ted fo r co n v ictio n u n til the 
last ballo t was taken .

Oleomargine Case 
Has Been Dismissed. 


Jury Was Out Until 12:30 O’clock Last Night When 
It Returned 
A Verdict In Favor of Kratz 


Professor Hobbs, of Western Reserve University 
Gave Some Expert Testimony. 


Artificial Coloring Used In Butter. 


The hearing in the oleomargarine 
case against Harry Kratz was conclud­ 
ed last evening. The suit was brought 
in the court of Justice McLane, and 
the testimony was all in about 4:25. 
Attorneys Steele and Fawcett stated 
the case plainly to the jury, 
after 
which Martin Cohen, the prosecuting 
witness, and Prof. Hobbs, the chemi­ 
cal expert of the W estern Reserve 
Medical institute, were sworn for the 
state and were examined by Judge 
Fawcett 
Cohen was called and stated that he 
was an inspector in the employ of the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner. 
He said: 
“On December 
IO 
I 
bought one 
pound of oleomargarine from Harry 
kratz. 
Oh this occasion I said, ‘Do 
you remember m e/ and Kratz 
said 
that he did.'* 
This ended the direct testimony of 
the witness and Attorney Steele took 
him. 
He brought out the fact that Cohen 
had visited Oppelt’s store some time 
in July of last year and attempted to 
purchase some 
oleomargarine, but 
Kratz told him they were not selling 
oleomargarine that day, and 
Cohen 
asked him if they were giving it away, 
to which the clerk replied that they 
were. 
Cohen then asked for 50 pounds of 
the stuff and it was delivered to him. 
Fawcett objected to the reference to 
this visit in July, but Steele insisted 
that he wanted to show how Kratz 
came to know Cohen as a state offi­ 
cial. 
The squire overruled the ob­ 
jection, and in answer to a question 
of Attorney Steele the witness 
said 
he had asked for 50 pounds in order 
to “stair the clerk, as he didn’t think 
he would give it to him. 
Steele asked the witness why he 
did not return all but a pound of the 
oleomargarine after the 
clerk 
had 
given him 50 pounds and he replied 
that it was a matter of pride with 
him. 
He said he 
had considerable 
difficulty in carrying the oleomarga­ 
rine away with him and shortly after 
he left the store he met Willis Nich­ 
ols, an old acquaintance of his, and 
gave the stuff to him, and at the pres­ 
ent time he did not know where it 
was. 
He also said that he had never sta­ 
ted that he had it in for the merchants 
of this city. 


Hobbs on December 12. 
He said he 
had labelled the package in the pres­ 
ence of the employes of the grocery 
with the label provided by the state 
for that purpose, pasting it over the 
string with which the package was 
tied. 
The package alleged to have been 
bought at Oppelt’s was here produced 
and showed that the string was on top 
of the label. 
Steele then asked the witness if it 
was not customary for Inspectors to 
seal in a glass jar in the presence of 
defendant before sending same to the 
chemist 
Witness replied that to the best of 
his knowledge it was not done. 
In 
reply to a question as to why he did 
not send the 50 pounds secured in July 
to the chemist Cohen stated that he 
had consulted a local attorney who 
told him he had no case, and his pride 
would not permit him to return the 
stuff to its owner. 
Attorney Fawcett asked witness if 
any change had been made in the 
package after he had got it and he sta­ 
ted that he had delivered it to Prof. 
Hobbs just as he had prepared it at 
Oppelt’s store. 
Steele then asked him if he was not 
employed by Dairy and Food Commis­ 
sioner Blackburn as an inspector, and 
he replied that he was. He said he 
had no commission, no term of office 
and nothing to show that he was an 
employe of the state of Ohio and 
could be dismissed by Commissioner 
Blackburn at any time. 
This closed Cohen’s testimony and 
Prof. Hobbs was called and examined 
by Attorney Fawcett. 
He said he was a chemist at the 
Western Reserve Medical University 
and also chemist for the State Dairy 
and Food Department, which position 
he had held for many years. He said 
he had made numerous examinations 
of oleomargarine. He identified 
the 
package upon 
the table 
as 
that 
brought to him by Inspector 
Cohen 
on December 12, the label was identi­ 
cal, and had no reason to think that it 
was not the same p a ,' af \ He said 
his analysis of the package 
showed 
that it contained l l 2-10 per cent of 
butter fats, together with a yellow 
coloring matter foreign to the usual 
methods in the manufacture of oleo­ 
margarine. 
He said the oleomarga­ 
rine package given him contained 20 


it did not contain a sufficient amount 
of pure butter fat to be up to the 
standard. 
Attorney Fawcett asked what per 
cent of pure butter should be in a 
pound, to which witness replied 
80 
per cent, and that the sample 
had 
contained but l l 1-10 per cent. Wit­ 
ness then stated that the coloring had 
been put 
in 
to 
make it resemble 
pure butter sold in the market. 
He 
stated that most butter is colored, 
as the original color of the food is 
almost pure white, so is oleomarga­ 
rine. 
Steele then took the witness and 
made him repeat the statement that 
most of the butter sold on the mar­ 
ket was colored by artificial 
means 
just the same as oleomargarine. 
The state rested their case and an 
adjournment of five minutes was taken 
and after court had reconvened Harry 
Kratz was called for the defense and 
examined by Attorney Steele. 
He testified that he was born in 1881 
and was employed by Edwin Oppelt 
as a grocery clerk. He said he knew 
the 
prosecuting 
witness by having 
seen him in the store and knew that 
he was an inspector, as Cohen had 
told him. On December IO, as near as 
he could recollect, he sold Cohen a 
pound of oleo for analysis. He met 
Cohen on an occasion, he thought in 
July, on which occasion Cohen told 
him he was an inspector. 
Attorney 
Steele here asked the witness if in the 
presence of he and two other clerks 
Cohen had not stated that he had it in 
for the merchants of East Liverpool. 
The attorney for the prosecution ob­ 
jected to the question, stating that the 
question was irrelevant, that the pros­ 
ecution was there to prove that a vio­ 
lation of the law had taken place, and 
the fact that whether Cohen had it 
in for them had nothing to do with 
the case. 
The court sustained the objection, 
and as this would prevent both Rayl 
and Kinsvatter from testifying, the 
defense rested. 
Attorney Steele asked that the wrap­ 
per around the oleomargarine bought 
at Oppelt’s store be submitted. He 
gave as fyis reason for this that 
it 
contained the label placed there by 
the inspector and also the result of 
the analysis. This was agreed to by 
the 
state, and the testimony ended. 
There was some discussion in re­ 
gard to the arguments, as Judge Faw­ 
cett desired to return to Canton last 
night 
He stated that he would 
be 
willing to limit the arguments on 
each side to half an hour. Steele ob­ 
jected, as he said they desired to pre­ 
sent their case fully to the jury. 
The court ruled that the case should 
take its regular course, and the ar­ 
guments were proceeded with. 
At 5:30 an adjournment was taken 
for supper and reconvened at 7 o’clock, 
at which time the arguments 
were 
completed and the case went to the 
jury shortly before 9 o’clock. 
The jury was out until 12:30, when 
it returned a verdict in 
favor of 
Kratz, acquitting him of the charge. 
When the first ballot was 
taken 
there 
were four for conviction and 
after a few more ballots one party vo­ 
ted for acquittal, but the remaining 
three voted for conviction until the 
last ballot was taken.

Has Been Dismissed. 


Jury Was Out Until 13:30 O’clock Last Night When 
It Returned 
A Verdict In Favor of Kratz

Professor Hobbs, of Western Reserve University 
Qave Some Expert Testimony. 
Artificial Coloring Used In Butter. 


The hearing in the oleomargarine 
case against Harry Kratz was conclud­ 
ed last evening. The suit was brought 
in the court of Justice McLane, and 
the testimony was all in about 4:25. 
Attorneys Steele and Fawcett stated 
the case plainly to the jury, 
after 
which Martin Cohen, the prosecuting 
witness, and Prof. Hobbs, the chemi­ 
cal expert of the W estern Reserve 
Medical institute, were sworn for the 
state and were examined by Judge 
Fawcett. 
Cohen was called and stated that he 
was an inspector in the employ of the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner. 
He said: 
“On December 
IO 
I 
bought one 
pound of oleomargarine from 
Harry 
Kratz. 
On this occasion I said, ‘Do 
you remember me,' and Kratz 
said 
that he did.” 
This ended the direct testimony of 
the witness and Attorney Steele took 
him. 
He brought out the fact that Cohen 
had visited Oppelt’s store some time 
In July of last year and attempted to 
purchase some 
oleomargarine, 
but 
Kratz told him they were not selling 
oleomargarine that day, and 
Cohen 
asked him if they were giving it away, 
to which the clerk replied that they 
were. 
Cohen then asked for 50 pounds of 
the stuff and it was delivered to him. 
Fawcett objected to the reference to 
this visit in July, but Steele insisted 
that he wanted to show how Kratz 
came to know Cohen as a state offi­ 
cial. 
The

The package alleged to have been 
bought at Oppelt's was here produced 
and showed that the string was on top 
of the label. 
Steele then asked the witness if it 
was not customary for inspectors to 
seal in a glass Jar In the presence of 
defendant before sending same to the 
chemist. 
Witness replied that to the best of 
his knowledge it was not done. 
In 
reply to a question as to why he did 
not send the 50 pounds secured in July 
to the chemist, Cohen stated that he 
had consulted a local attorney 
who 
told him he had no case, and his pride 
would not permit him to return the 
stuff to its owner. 
Attorney Fawcett asked witness if 
any change had been made in the 
package after he had got it and he sta­ 
ted that he had delivered it to Prof. 
Hobbs just as he had prepared it at 
Oppelt’s store. 
Steele then asked him if he was not 
employed by Dairy and Food Commis­ 
sioner Blackburn as an inspector, and 
he replied that he was. 
He said he 
had no commission, no term of office 
and nothing to show that he was an 
employe of the state of Ohio and 
could be dismissed by Commissioner 
Blackburn at any time. 
This closed Cohen’s testimony and 
Prof. Hobbs was called and examined 
by Attorney Fawcett. 
He said he was a chemist at the 
Western Reserve Medical University 
and also chemist for the State Dairy 
and Food Department, which position 
he had held for many years. He said 
he had made numerous examinations 
of oleomargarine. He Identified

Cohen 
on December 12, the label was identi­ 
cal, and had no reason to think that it

that it contained l l 2-10 per cent of 
butter fats, together with a yellow 
coloring matter foreign to the usual 
methods in the manufacture of oleo­ 
margarine. 
He said the oleomarga­ 
rine package given him contained 20 
per cent of oleo oil, 25 per cent neu­ 
tral oil, 20 per cent cream, 15 per cent 
milk, IO per cent solid, IO per cent salt 
and water.

make it resemble 
pure butter sold in the market. 
He 
stated that most butter is colored, 
as the 
original color of the food is 
almost pure white, so is oleomarga­ 
rine. 
Steele then took the witness and 
made him repeat the statement that 
most of the butter sold on the mar­ 
ket was colored by artificial 
means 
just the same as oleomargarine. 
The state rested their case and an 
adjournment of five minutes was taken 
and after court had reconvened Harry 
Kratz was called for the defense and 
examined by Attorney Steele. 
He testified that he was born in 1881 
and was employed by Edwin Oppelt 
as a grocery clerk. He said he knew 
the 
prosecuting 
witness by having 
seen him in the store and knew that 
he was an inspector, as Cohen had 
told him. On December IO, as near as 
he could recollect, he sold Cohen a 
pound of oleo for analysis. He met 
Cohen on an occasion, he thought in 
July, on which occasion Cohen told 
him he was an Inspector. 
Attorney 
Steele here asked the witness if In the 
presence of he and two other clerks 
Cohen had not stated that he had it in 
for the merchants of East Liverpool. 
The attorney for the prosecution ob­ 
jected to the question, stating that the 
question was irrelevant, that the pros­ 
ecution was there to prove that a vio­ 
lation of the law had taken place, and 
the fact that whether Cohen had it 
in for them had nothing to do with 
the case. 
The court sustained the objection, 
and as this would prevent both Rayl 
and Kinsvatter from testifying, the 
defense rested.

London hospital who qualifies at the 
Conjoint board would be from £650 
to £700; that J>f a university grad­ 
uate would necessarily be greater, and 
might amount t i £1,000.

mediate examinations
